If you're a pntlJne-fandcr and 
favor the. sugary-sweet.- variety- 
made famous In. Now Orleans, 
then this' recipe Is.for you: - 

Why aro we so sure? Because 
recently a friend sent us a box 
of the pralines from New Or- 
leans and we did a slde-by-slde 
taste-test. 

If you enjoy concocting candy 
at home, a candy thermometer 
is a worthwhile Investment. Jut 
even with the thermometer, 
some condy cooks (ihe to-makc 
a water test. Drop exactly one- 
half teaspoon of the candy mix- 
ture (using a VS teaspoon, size 
measuring spoon) into % cup of 
very cold water. If thtOnlxture 
forms a soft boll^lnrf flattens 
when you remove It from the 
water,, the candy has. reached 
the soft-ball stage needed for 
this recipe. 

After your pralines have been 
made and stored, they may turn 
o lighter color In spots. This Is 
quite fh order." We found the 
"bought" pralines sent to us 
from New Orleans underwent 
the some process. 

Pralines have on Interesting 
history.Thc story goes that they 
were- originally ; sugar-coated 
almonds popular In Paris. When 
French cooks brought the Idea 
to New Orleans, southern cooks 
concocted the pecan variety.

Inch circle, spreading pecans. 
Allow to remain undisturbed 
until ihe pralines arc firm and 
sugared Makes I!£ pounds.
